In response to a telephone message from the Russian 


Consulate, I went there at 5.30 pem. 30th June 1919, and met 
D.eS. Schmidt. We were handed a warrant authoriging us to 
search 88 Range Road, occupied by a Russian, Semeshko, and 
seize all copies of the Russian paper called the Shanghai 
Chronicitse found therein. 7 
Semeshko was out when we reached 88 Range Road, but we 
J seized 152 copies of the paper found in his room, and a 
Russian Consular Representative who accompanied us took 
possession of them. As we were leaving the premises, we met 
D.S.T. Sullivan, who told us that he had aiacovered that 
Semeshko had distributed copies of the paper to various news 
agents, some of whom had redistributed them among their sub 
agentae I then returned to the Central Station. A letter was 
later sent to the Captain Superintendent by the Russian Consul 
requesting to have steps taken to seize all copies of the 


paper in Chinese shops. The contents of this letter were 
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communicated to the D.S.P., on whose instructions it was openedag 
The latter gave instructions that a telephone message te sent to” 


@11 stations to warn shops against continuing to sell the paper,
